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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 55-57 
directed to a non-elected invention, without traverse. Accordingly, claims 55-57 have been 
cancelled.

The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/6/05 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of USPN 6,799,474 
has been reviewed and is accepted.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 39-45, and 51-54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art made of 
record fails to disclose, alone or in combination and milk flow meter, disposed at a selected slope 
for allowing gravity to assist in continuous milk flow, and where the milk varies in height with 
the maximum height being less than the height which would occlude the conduit; and the flow 
meter comprising two sensor spaced from one another in a conduit have a cross sectional area 
that is substantially the opening of the conduit, wherein the milk flow is determined as a function 
of the height of the milk flow, resulting cross-sectional area, and the conductivity of the milk.
